told of mission work in the large ciiiee, 
on the frontier, in mining camps, ard 
in Chicago, where his church is loca­ 
ted. 
He said: “ It would pay the U ni­ 
ted States government to send a few 
missionaries to teach the Indians in­ 
stead of sending an army to shoot down 
these poor relics of circumstances. 
In 
large cities poverty 
and discontent 
abound. 
No place in all the world 
needs more the work of missionaries 
than the portions of Chicago inhabited 
by foreigners.’* 
As a pastor in Chica­ 
go he often received appeals for aid 
from those who were destitute, and he 
related several examples. 
“ If 
the 
church of God.” he said, “ would give 
what it owes—one tenth—to forward 
missionary work, these poor persons 
would all be aided and the gospel 
preached in a practical way. 
Foreign­ 
ers in our large cities are easily reach­ 
ed and brought under Christian 
influ­ 
ences. 
It is God's way—first at .Jeru­ 
salem—then they can go to their own 
countries and, understanding the lan­ 
guage, manners and customs, can con­ 
vert their own people at a less expense 
than we can send missionaries from 
America, who do not understand other 
language than the English. 
Home 
missions should be better equipped and 
more workers prepared to work in our 
own fields.

“ Everyone is threshing from the 
shock this season,” said a farmer the 
other day. 
“ It seems a* though the 
way they build stacks there is too much 
risk of the grain rotting. 
Last year a 
neighbor of mine stacked his grain, 
and when he got ready to thresh he 
found there was nothing to thresh, the 
stacks were all rotten and the grain 
worthless." 
Jn the good old times the farmer ex­ 
pected to ha\e all kinds of weather ply­ 
ing around his stacks. 
Winds taking 
a heave at it, rains of all kinds and de­ 
grees pelting it and trying to break in 
through the thatching which the straw 
should give. 
But late seasons have been ,»o dry 
that there are those who think that 
many farmers have lost the old time- 
honored art of building a stack of 
sheaves of grain into which the hard­ 
est storm will in vain try to penetrate. 
There are those who can remember 
away back to the early days of the set­ 
tlement of this section when the farm­ 
ers found the same difficulty in making 
their stacks shed the water, that is, 
the majority of them did. 
There were 
others who never experienced the least 
difficulty in saving all their crop dry 
and harmless. 
However, it oppears that one by one 
the arts on which the old time farmer 
prided himself are being displaced by 
modern progress and fast machinery. 
The old cradle and scythe have been 
superseded by the modern harvesters, 
and now the delicate job of fine stack­ 
ing is going down the maw of the rapid 
threshing machines of today, in which 
steam is the power and the horses are 
left at liberty to haul from the field di­ 
rect instead of struggling away on »the 
horse power as in the old time. 
A few more years and the festive 
cow will yield her milk to a machine 
and the art of milking will go to join 
the others relegated to oblivion, the 
spinning wheel, the scythe, the loom 
and the hoe, the stack, the flail and 
the horse-power thresher.—Ex.

of September, and late fields from 201h 
of September to the 1st of Oct.

On the contra ry, they are 
not ocea nic m orig in, but are produc« *d 
by g la ciers tha t protrude from the groat 
inla nd ic« * caps of the polar la nd ma sses, 
and they ure la rg e or sm a ll 111 propor­ 
tion to the siz« « of the g la ciers tha t dis- 
cha rg e them. 
And, moreover, the size 
of tho g la ciers depends on the extent of 
♦ he continenta l ice ca p and the config ura ­ 
tion of the coast, lin e w here they debouch 
into tho sea. 
N a tura lly imither W ilkes— a fterwa rd 
the hero of tho Trent a ffa ir— nor Ross 
knew this fa ct of iceberg form a tion 111 
1840. 
Wilkes based his belief in a n a n t­ 
a rctic continent on his ohserv« «1 land 
ma sses, 
w h ile Ross 
pooh-poohed 
the 
continenta l 
theory 
la rg ely 
because 
WiJ kes w a s for it. 
The iceberg s now 
ha ve their sa y, and in unm ista ka ble 
terms they indica te a va st icecla d area, 
for in nothing is the a nta rctic reg ion so 
extra ordina ry as in the size of its b« *rgH. 
The Greenla nd berg s, “ c a lvin g ,” as the 
phra se g oes, from tho m other g la ciers 
tha t reach to the fa m ous ice ca p some 
10,000 feet thick tha t covers G reenla nd 
like iceing on a ca ke, are m ere toys 
compa red w ith the a nta rctic bergH. One 
reported recently to the hydrog ra phic 
office of the U nited Sta tes w a s sha ped 
likt! a hook, the short arm 40 m iles, the 
ong arm 60 m iles long , w ith a bay 40 
m iles w id e between the arms. 
As this floa ting isla nd, ju d g in g from 
the h eig h t of the ice a bove the wa ter, 
w as about.

and on this w eig h t d uties w ere col­ 
lected. 
Tin* w eig h t of toba cco is g rea tly re­ 
duced during

period 
by 
eva pora tion. 
When toba cco a rrives from a long 
ocea n voya g e, it is frequently insuffi­ 
ciently cured and ha s a bsorbed a large 
percenta g e of moisture. 
T h is m oisture 
eva pora tes 111 the wa rehouse. 
Experts 
estim a te tiia t the importer sa ves $25 to 
$ 10 a bale on Sum a tra a nd som etim es 
as hig h as $70 a ba le on H a va n a lea f by 
pa ying on the dri« *d out tobacco.

count of its o ily na ture does not injure 
iron. In southea stern A sia it is not only 
considered the best m a teria l for ship 
construction, but for house ca rpentry 
a nd other work where streng th and o th ­ 
er la sting qua lities are required. 
It is 
ra rely a tta cked by a nts of the w h ite 
species, a nd its rare dura bility renders 
it specia lly va lua ble in a clim a te like 
tha t of India , wh« *r<* the elem ents ca us­ 
ing deca y are so num erous and power­ 
ful, where da m pness bring s on rapid 
decom position, 
and w here the 
w h ite 
a nt devours w ith ou t scruple. 
In the 
op« *ration of cu ttin g this wood is fre 
quently g irdled one or tw o yea rs before 
it is felled, a nd, thus exposed to the 
w ind, the a ction of the sun a nd to the 
pum pin g ca pa city of the lea ves, it sea ­ 
sons ra pidly and is drier a nd lig hter 
tha n tim ber felled g reen.

cura cy, and you g enera lly see a ¡Socotran 
shepherdess w a lk in g before her flock, 
a nd not a fter it, a nd they stroke and 
ca ress their little cow s until they are as 
ta m e as d og s.— N ineteenth Century.

In T orp ed o B oats. 


T he developm ent of speed in torpedo 
boats is a study of special interest, and 
the effect of the rapid increase of speed 
in this class of vessel is by no means 
confined to it, as a basis is thus formed 
for the introduction of m an y im prove­ 
ments, and consequent higher speed, in 
vessels of large size. 
The question is often asked, What is 
the probable increase in speed to be in 
the future and in w hat direction are w e 
to look for im provem ents w ith a v ie w 
to obtain it? 
One evident m ode of in ­ 
creasing speed is by au gm e n tin g the 
size of the vessel and its m achinery, as, 
if the proportion of w eigh t allotted to 
the m achinery is tlie sam e a greater j 
speed w ill be obtained. To secure speed 
by this means, however, dins not in ­ 
volve any special skill or an y th in g in 
the nature of im provem ent. A ll that is 
necessary is sim p ly to reproduce the 
sam e description of h ull and engines, 
but of a larger size. 
Greater skill 
is show n w here an e x ­ 
ceptional 
speed 
is 
obtained 
w ith in 
sm all dim ensions, and in 
this respect 
tlie results obtained by M 
H avre in his latest achievem ents are 
specially creditable 
N o doubt m aterial 
of 
greater 
strength 
than 
generally 
adopted w ould adm it of lighter scant­ 
lings for the hulls. 
Probably tlie e n ­ 
gines them selves m ay be driven at a 
higher num l * r of r« volutions and pos­ 
sibly im provem ents in w ater tube boil­ 
ers m ay enable a reduction of w eigh t 
to be secured w ith ou t loss of efficiency 
A lu m in iu m m ay also be introduced as 
a substitute for heavier metals. It is in 
the savin g of w eigh t for power that ad­ 
vance m ay be looked for in the im m e­ 
diate future, and the shipbuilder can* 
n ow see his w ay to obtain from 38 to 
34 knots.— A. F Yarrow in Gassier’s

¡secretary Bong has decided to send 
the big battleship Indiana to Halifax to 
be docked and cleaned. 
It is felt to be 
necessary to do this in order to prevent 
inju ry to the hu ll of the ship from cor­ 
rosion. 
The department wou ld have 
mu ch preferred to send the Indiana to 
Port Royal, 8. C., for this pu rpose, bu t 
the opinion of the best navigators in 
the navy department was that it wou ld 
he decidedly risky in the present u nsat­ 
isfactory condition of the approaches to 
the dock there. While the naval officers 
natu rally deplore the necessity for thu s 
sending ou r finest ship to a foreign 
dock, they say the practice is not new 
or u ncommon. 
Constru ctor Bowles of the New York 
navy yard has ju st retu rned to New 
York after a consu ltation with the offi­ 
cials here mh to the docking of the In­ 
diana.

“ It is generally thou ght that a man 
cannot live very long after getting a bu l­ 
let in his heart,” said a Hou th Caro lin­ 
ian, “ bu t there is an instance on record 
in my state of a man carrying a bu llet 
in his heart five weeks before death. 
The matter is fu lly au thenticated, the 
post mortem examinati« 11 having been 
made by Dr. Cu rran B. Larle, a nephew 
of the late United ¡States Senator Earle. 
The wou nded man was named 
Tom 
Ft rgu son, and he w as shot by a negro 
named Dock Chanty at Greenville, 8. 
C. Fergu son lived five weeks, and at 
the post mortem examination a 32 cali­ 
ber bu llet was fou nd firmly imbedded 
in the < xterior wall of the heart. 
Tho 
cau se of Fergu so n’s death was the inu n­ 
dation of the pericardial cavity, which 
impeded the action of the heart, which 
in plain English means that the cavity 
su rrou nding the heart was pu nctu red 
and flooded io su ch an extent that tho 
heart was prevented from heating. This 
carrying a bu llet in the heart is a re­ 
markable ease, bu t tin* physicians were 
not able to say, withou t tediou s research, 
whether it lias a like in the medical 
records or not. 
A patient, it is said, 
may live several days with a wou nded 
heart, and a metaphorical wou nd, ho w­ 
ever severe, may not shorten his life at 
all, bu t the eases, if any, where one 
carried a bu llet in this sensitive organ 
so long are few and far between. ” — 
Washington Star.
